The amount of CCSL catch up 
games which we have had to play 
in order to compensate for the 
postponed games during the 
Socceroos’ campaign is obviously 
having an enormous effect on the 
club. 

It has been rightly pointed out 
(‘Boot Room Gossip’, Issue 2) 
that there is a positive side to that. 
Just being able to keep the team 
together so much does all sorts 
for the players. 

It builds moral, siiengibeen coaching and allows the players 
and staff to develop plays and set pieces in a closer time span 
than is normally possible. 

In short, it is a pre-taste of full time professional football. 
And there isn't a player in the world who doesn't thrive in that 
type of environment. 

Over the Festive period our players will get another 
concentrated dose of what it could be like if Australian soccer 
was fully professional. During the space of 22 days we will 
play no fewer than seven games. 

Even in fully professional countries that is a huge 
commitment but in a country where football has not yet 
attained that status, it is an enormous strain. 

If things go well on the park then that congested fixture list 
will see the club catapult to the top of the league — or very near 
it. But if we pick up any injuries, even minor ones, or cautions 
then our playing staff will be stretched to the absolute 
maximum to cope with the pressure. 

Spare an extra thought for Paul Wade, Mehmet Durakovic 
and Jason Polak who have also had to cope with the complete 
range of emotional and physical stress of our World Cup 
involvement as well as the league programme. 

This is a trying time for South Melbourne, and we have 
already responded magnificently to that extra burden. Let us 
all raise our glass at this time of the year and drink a toast to 
those who have shouldered the burden — and let's hope that it 
will be rewarded with another Premiership come the end of 
March.

Tales of corruption run rife, 
particularly in the Singapore State 
League which is set to expand its 
horizons to take in clubs from Perth and 
Darwin in a new ‘Super League' format. 

A senior Australian soccer official is 
just back from visiting Singapore and he 
told Inside Soccer that he has concerns 
about the state of the game in the island 
State. 

"Some of the matches attract crowds 
of only 200 people," he said. 

"Yet they are about to launch an 
international league. 

"I also heard stories of players being 
sent bullets in the mail. 

"The common feeling is that the game 
there is being controlled by the 
bookmakers. 

"The locals have reservations about 
the new league and they expect the 
teams from Perth and Darwin to pay for 
all of the airfares and expenses of teams 
travelling to Australia as well as when 
they play in Singapore." 

But Davidson has certainly hit it big 
on the mainland where he plays in the 
Malayasian League. 

Another Aussie in Singapore, Alistair 
Edwards, is reported to be earning 
$150,000 a year and only recently 
pocketed a cheque for $10,000 as part 
of his top goalscorer's award. 


Kevin Muscat is one of those strange 
quirks of modern day football; a player's 
player. 

Ask the fans to nominate their best 
from any particular game and Muscat's 
name will rarely, if ever, be pencilled in. 

He isn't spectacular, he isn't flash and 
he certainly doesn't score many goals. 

But what he does, he does well — very 
well, in fact. 

Muscat's background in soccer also 
reflects that sort of serious professional 
approach. 

When other kids were still thinking 
about what they were going to do after 
schoo] a young Muscat was planning 
out a CCSL career with Sunshine 
George Cross. 

That also included a stint at the 
Australian Institute of Sport where he 
came under the contro! of Ron Smith, 
one of the best coaches in the game. 

Smith exposed all of Muscat's flaws 
and made him work hard to become an 
all round player. 

"What we do is to expose players to 
different types of play situations,” 
explains the AIS Head Coach of his 
methods. 

"If a player is good in a certain 
position then I will shift him somewhere 
else so that he can get a taste of a 
different role. 

"T also place them under pressure in 
their weaknesses so that they can 
develop as a better al] round player."

A disastrous run of four 
successive defeats had the 
alarm bells ringing at Perry 
Park, home of the Brisbane 
Strikers. 

With a string of changes 
made to the infra-structure of 
the Perry Parkers as they 
went into only their third 
season of CCSL football the 
knockers were already out in 
force. 

At the end of Round 5 they 
were sharing equal second 
last spot with Heidelberg, just 
three points clear of easy- 
beats Brunswick in the CCSL 
basement. 

But everyone kept on 
saying they weren't a bad side 
- despite their inability to win 
games. 

It seemed that their problem 
was easily identified, they 
just couldn't score goals - a 
fairly familiar problem in this 
day of tight defences and 
packed midfields. 

A fighting away draw to 
Wollongong gave them some 
light and then they followed 
that up with a mid-week 2-1 
home win against Adelaide 
City. 
That win was the Strikers' 
first home triumph of the 
season and it marked a 
personal triumph for young 
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striker Kevin Meacock who 
scored both goals. 

Last Saturday Meacock was 
at it again, scoring one of his 
side's two goals in another 
hard fought win —- this time 
against West Adelaide. 

And in a league where 
points are precious that haul 
of seven out of a possible 
nine was enough to propel 
the Strikers up the table to 
eight place. 

But the fact of life which 
lurks over the Brisbane club's 
shoulder is that the only way 
that they guarantee safety 
from relegation is to finish in 
the Top Six. 

And that is a tall order for 
any club this season. 

This year the lowest placed 
Regional club is due for 
relegation and that applies to 
both Adelaide sides, 
Morwell, Newcastle, 
Wollongong and Brisbane. 

At present the six Regional 
clubs occupy seventh to 
twelfth places in the table 
with just four points 
separating the lot. 

With three points for a win 
it just takes a roll of three or 
four wins in succession to 
leapfrog half a dozen clubs in 
the table. 

That puts extra strain on the 
Regional clubs this season 
with already the Knights, 
Olympic, Marconi, Sydney 
United and South Melbourne 
staking strong claims for a 


Top Six spot. 

That probably leaves just 
one vacancy — and Parramatta 
coach Rale Rasic has his eyes 
firmly set on that particular 
target! 

But talent isn't short at 
Perry Park and it would be a 
tragedy if the league lost its 
only Queensland outpost. 

In his first season at the 
club, coach Bruce Stowell 
has gone about rebuilding his 
team from virtually scratch. 

New players this season 
include surf fanatic Gary 
Phillips (Sydney Olympic), 
Danny Wright (South 
Melbourne) as well as a 
clutch of locals plucked from 
XXXX State League sides. 

"We don't have that much 
height in the team," concedes 
Stowell, "but I don't see that 
as a disadvantage. 

"Instead we just have to 
look to play the ball on the 
ground." 

And in former Heidelberg 
United player Troy Cranney 
the Strikers have one of the 


best, and most 
underestimated, bal] players 
in the league. 


The Brisbane sprinkling of 
experience with youth seems 
to be justifying Stowell's 
hopes of being competitive in 
a season which is vital to the 


future of soccer in 
Queensland. 

"That is my aim _ this 
season," says the former 


Breakers coach. 

"I want us to be competitive 
in every single game. 

"If we can achieve that then 
I will consider the season to 
have been a success." 

But the reality of life in the 
93/94 CCSL is that the 
Strikers have to take the 
majority of points at their 
Perry Park HQ to achieve a 
position of safety in the 
League. 

With Meacock in such fine 
scoring form at present 
Stowell looks to have solved 
one of his major problems. 

And with the many talented 
Strikers youngsters doubling 
up in the Queensland Institute 
of Sport side there is sure to 
be intense competition for 
first team places as the season 
wears on. 

Already former AIS players 
Sean Cranney and keeper 
Clint Bolton have grabbed 
first team spots, and _ first 
season players like Andy 
Lees have also already had a 


sniff of national league 
action. 
That shows  Stowell's 


commitment to the long term 
future of the Strikers while in 
the short term he is glad to be 
able to call on the experience 
of Frank Pimblett, Danny 
Wright, Steve Jackson, Gary 
Phillips and former Socceroo 
Alan Hunter. 

Pimblett has been around 
for so long that he has 
become an institution in the 
league. 

He has been wearing the 
various colours of Brisbane's 
CCSL entries since 1977 and 
also holds a spot in the 


history books with an 
appearance in the very first 
League Cup final. 


And if the rest of the side is 
short on experience then 
consider that Stowell's core of 
six CCSL veterans have 
notched up in excess of 1,300 
games between them! 

That should be enough to 
buy time for the youngsters 
to develop to make Brisbane's 


long term future in the 
national Jeague a_ viable 
reality.
